* THE EXPORT PROBLEM 

The Rt, Hon, Philip Snowden, MP. 
writes in the “Financial News”: 

The wool textile trade, like all our 
staple’ Industries, is admittedly In a 
bad way: Mr. Bonar Law relled for 
the success of “tariff reform” on three 
winters of bad trade, A aick indus- 
try, lke a sick man, is inctined to 
listen to every quack. 

Some of the employers in the wool 
textile trade have 
hankering after protection as @ re- 
medv for their ills, Three years ago 
they submitted thely case to a Com- 
mittee appointed under the Safeguard- 
ing procedure. The operatives oppos- 
ed the application and ‘it was turned’ 
down. , 

For some time past’ the employers 
have been threatening a reduction of 
wages, and a bargain has now been 
struck’ between them and the trade 
unions, that if the unions, will support 
an application for Safeguarding the 
demand for a reduction of wages will 
be_ withdrawn, 
It is the undoubted fact that this 
bargaln {s not supported by the 
majority of the trade unions.. At a 
Conference of the Executives of the 
Unions the resolution to. agree to the 
employers’ ultimatum was carried by 
15 votes to 9, but {t has subsequently 
transpired that the unions © had. not 
been consulted, and the largest branch 
of ‘the: largest union affiliated to the 
Federation has unanimously repudiat- 
ed the action'of the Executives. 


Ground of Application : 

The ground upon which the applica- 
tion for Safeguarding is to be put for- 
ward is that wool textile tissues are 
being imvorted in increasing quan- 
titles, and. at prices below those at 
which the Yorkshire manufacturers 
are able to produce.” 

When the previous application was 
submitted, the case was based upon 
the depreciated foreign exchanges, and 
the lower costs. of production in for- 
eign countries.

ship's trim and draft fs effected by the 
instrument without recourse to formula 
or ‘logarithms, a ‘point which is of 
great value when officers are called 
upon to determine at short notice what 
cargo: can be shipped and where 
stow it, having certain available space. 
The instrument is enclosed in a neat 
case of polished wood, and weighs less 
than a‘sextant and of nearly similar 
dimensiona. :

qwing to the conditions at the Hunter 
Taland Bluff Channel, there is a great 
danger that this port may be cut off 
from the outside world, as far as‘ship- 
ping Is concerned, All the channels 
that are considered dangerous by the 
River Department, and unsafe for ves- 
aels to meat, have all got definite rules 
and hours wherein up and down steam: 
ers can navigate. All with the import. 
ant exception of Hunter Island. Now 
in bit tho ‘other channels it is poasible 
for vessels to meet and pass cach other 
safely, though itis not justifiablo; but 
in the’ Hunter Island Bluff Channel 
where there is only 10-ft. of water, and 
the width’ of the channel is less than 
100-ft:, with corkscrew turns, the only 
restriction that the River Department 
thinks fs ‘necessary, is to forbid the usc 
of it to downward steamers during dark 
hours, and to warn up steamers to hold 
back for down ateamers when observ- 
ed otherwise the up steamers can navi- 
gate when thoy please, Now there are 
such thinga as fog, mist, falling anow 
and ‘heavy rain storms, when it is im- 
possible to see very far, and that is 
where the danger to Hankow comes in. 
No two steamers, can meet and .pass 
there, : ‘ 

Given any of these adverse conditions, 
two steamers meating in the neigh- 
bourhood of the stranded ‘“Kiangteen” 
after the collision would bottle up Han- 
kow very effectively, until, possibly, the 
water starts to rise, in a month or #0, 
and‘ anyone wanting to visit Shanghai 


.or intermediate ports would have to be 
content with o tow-boat, or lighter, as 
far as Kiukiang. . When shippers are 
nearly driving the local agents crazy 
with their demands for cargo space on 
the steamers, and the godowns crammed 
full with export cargo, which is von- 
stantly getting added to the prospect of 
having no steamers should be distinct- 
ly pleasing and consoling. However 
this danger can be easily avoided If 
the same restriction be placed on Hun- 
ter Island, og on the other channels. If 
the up ateamer refuses to take risk. of 
coming through at night, he cannot 
afford to lose any time in the morning 
by waiting for down ships, so he pushes 
on to get through the Huquang Rock 
Channel before dark, trusting to the 
good sense that ship masters sometimes 
have, to understand and keep the down 
ship back. This is of course the re- 
verse of the ordord, but it is sonsible 
and works all right, provided the wea- 
ther is clear and you can sea; but this 
morning, owing to bad visibility I had 
to turn 9,840 foot ship in 10-ft. of 
water in order oid collision, and in 
a space not more-than my own, length, 
and this ship together with three other. 
down shipéuhad to-wait until 8 a.m. to 
let the up steamers through. 

It is perfectly amazing to me that the 
authorities have not seen what a fruit- 
ful source of trouble this place may 
beeome and take steps accordingly.

INCREASES IN SI{ANGHAI IN. 
JANUAR nage 


As was only to he expected, 
the Customs’ revenue collected in 
Shanghai during January shows a 
very substantial jncrenso over the 
corresponding month a year asgo. 
This, of course, is largely due to the 
rush by importers to get their cargo 
in prior to the enforcement of the new 
acale of duties, but it is significant 
that all branches: of reyenue are up. 
The total collection for the month has 
amounted to just ‘over. Hk. Tis. 
4,000,000 os against about Hk, Tls. 


1'360'000 in January, 1928, an increaso| 


of about Hk, Tis. 2,100,000. , 

Tho principal factor in. this increase 
is in import duty which comes to over 
Hk. Tis. 3,200,000, an increase of 
just undor two millions compared with 
last year. At the same time export 
duties' are uy 
there {s an Trerease of tonnage dues 
to the extent of Hk, Tls, 45,000, Under 
the heading of coast trade there 
is an improvement to the extent of 
slightly under Hk. Ts. 20,000, while, 
tranait dues ‘are very much higher. 
The. figure for January, 1929, ‘is 
roughly Hk. Ts. 60,000 as against Hk. 
Tis. 24,000 in the corresponding month

INSURANCE & WAGES 


SOME ANXIOUS POINTS 
RAISED: 


The Marino Insurance Act, 1006, pro- 
vides, inter alin, that the master of a 
vessel or any mombor of the crew has 
an insurable interest in respect of his 
wages (Section 11). Prior to its pass- 
age, whilst the master had this pri- 
vilege, it was not extended’ to the 


crew. ‘ 

In 1925 a Statute was passed which, 
curiously enough, appears generally to 
have bene overlooked by the marine in- 
surance market. This is the Merchant, 
Shipping (Intornational Labour Con- 
ventions) Act, 1925. A memorandum 
relating to it, circulated some time ago, 
to British shipowners by the appro- 
priate. department of the Board of 
Trado, stated that it: gives effect to 
three Intornational Labour Conven-~ 
tions, which are scheduled to'the Act, 
and provides that a scaman's wages 
shall continue during unemployment 
eaused by shipwreck for a maximum 
period of two months from the date of 
the loss of his ship. 

Section 158 of the Merchant 
Shipping Act, in 1894, was in 
consequence .amended , to agree 
with this, but a seaman Is not entitled 
to wages under this Section ‘in respect 
of any da¥ if the owner shows that tho 
man was able to obtain suitable em- 
ployment on that day. (‘Seaman’? in- 
cludes the master ofa vessel.) 


IRON SHIPS 


SUPERIORITY IN 
: 1838!

In the “Nautical Magazine” of 1838 
may be ‘found interesting references to 
the first iron steamships, which were 
then making their appearance. 

“Since steam vessels have become of 
such genera! use in navigation,” writes 
the oraculay. editor, “making voyages 


not only between the various principal , 
tue 


porta of our own country, but to 
tant parts of the world, every péasible 
attention. seems to: have been devoted 
to secure the 
strength, durability, stowage and light 
draught of water, combined with speed, 
and from the peculiar character of 
these vessels, namoly, thelr not being 
subject to the violent strain produced 
by the pressure of sails, the substitu. 
tion of, iron instead of wood in thelr 
construction seemed at first to-be plau- 
sible and has since been proved by ex- 
periefice to be mort efficient. The ad- 
vantages of an fron steamship over ono 
formed of timber not only combine the 
qualities which wa have enumerated, 
but many others. If we consider the 
entire freedom which an iron vessel 
has from all risk of fire, a calamity 
which has so frequently proved fatal 
to steam vessels in particular, the 
superiority of these vessels inthis res- 
pect, will be still more apparent.” From | 
the nature of thelr construction they 
likewise afford more.room for stowage 
than wooden - vessels: thoy are more 
‘buoyant, draw less water and are gen- 
erally faster.”’ : ‘ :
